DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . Claims 1-3, 6-10 and 27-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Powell, US 5,727,153. 

Powell discloses a plurality of checkout stations, e.g. 700, and a customer card, 
e.g. 235, and data signals, e.g. 2435, 2427, 2424, product identification signals, 
processors, e.g. 750, 950, 2450, 4160, 5160, memory, e.g. 2460, reader, e.g. 710, and 
a price, e.g. 1 130, 1 140, that is a financial signal and value characteristic. To read and 
write a first location and second location for the customer card of Powell would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. Inherently a first location is going to 
include a length. 

Applicant's July 31, 2005 REMARKS have been reviewed, but are moot in light of 
the new ground of rejection. 

2. It is noted that the Abstract does not reflect the present claim language. 
Correction is required. 

3. Further pertinent references of interest are noted on the attached PTO-892.
